TREASURY RAIDERS 


os ‘em over and check ’em up 
and you will find that those 
congressmen who are seeking bil- 
lions—or multiples or fractions there- 
of—from the Treasury, for either their 
home section or for some special class, 
rarely if ever make objection or put 
up resistance when others start their 
own particular raids on the public 
money. Those who seek to raid the 
Treasury are the last to protect the 
Treasury. They also are the last to 
suggest giving up any personal privi- 
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lege—the last to say a word about cut- 
ting their own salaries. Any new 
and unexpected proposal to appro- 
priate a billion or so always finds 
them silent or acquiescent—unless the 
new scheme should conflict with their 
own. Those digging for government 
gold seem perfectly willing for others 
to dig too. As watch dogs of the 
Treasury there is no bark in them. It 
is well that the economic stability of 
the country, the solvency of the gov- 
ernment, does not depend on them. 
What is the explanation? Treasury 
raiders must have votes to aid them, 
and who so likely to help as those who 
are like-minded? “You scratch my 
back—.” Just keep tabs, and you will 
find the same bunch voting for all 
handouts—and never concerned about 
putting anything in, or saving a dollar.

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Allis Planned for the Next Big War 


when France de- 

clared war against 
Germany in 1870 Bis- 
yarck, Who had fostered the breach, 
merely reached for an envelope in a 
certain filing cabinet, sent it to the 
chief of staff, and at once the great 
German military machine went into 
smooth and definite action. Every- 
thing had been anticipated; everything 
had been provided for. Such, in a 
way, is the purpose of a plan just re- 
ported by the War Policies Commis- 
sion—only its provisions would regu- 
late American citizens; they are not 
aimed at any particular enemy. 

This commission was created by a 
congressional resolution approved in 
June, 1930, and consisted of four sen- 
ators, four representatives, with the 
secretaries of war, navy, agriculture, 
commerce, labor and the attorney 
general. Secretary of War Hurley was 
chairman. It was charged with find- 
ing methods of “equalizing the bur- 
dens and to remove the profits of war, 
together with a study of policies to be 
pursued in event of war.” It all sprang 
from the American Legion’s proposal 
to draft property and wealth in the 
next war. The big commission work- 
ed hard. with little publicity, and its 
recommendations were recently for- 
mally submitted to Congress by the 
President. 

Here, in brief, are the main points 
of the program, evolved by the com- 
mission after studying and _ taking 
volumes of testimony from eminent 
civil and military authorities: 


[" HAS been said that 


l. Stabilization of prices. 

2. Control of all national resources. 
3. Commandeering of property. 

4. A 95.per cent tax on profits. 


5. A constitutional amendment giving 
Congress the necessary power. 


By way of peace-time preparation 
against the contingency of war the 
commission had several further rec- 
ommendations to make, like the fol- 
lowing: That on the outbreak of war 
Congress shall be furnished detailed 
information as to needs in man-power, 
material, munitions and methods of 
mobilization; there must be no com- 
petitive bidding between government 
agencies; taboo on cost-plus methods; 
continuous studies on the control of 
materials and agencies in event of 
war, and continuous revision of plans 
of the War and Navy Departments to 
ineet changing conditions. The com- 


mission’s plan was signed by all mem- 
bers with the exception of Represent-

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ative Collins of Mississippi, who held 
that the only thing to do was to elimi- 
nate war profits, and the only way to 
do it was to create an agency to fix 
prices. 

The nub of the whole plan is the 95 
per cent tax to recapture war profits. 
Here is how it was recommended: 


In addition to all other plans to remove 
the profits of war, the revenue law should 
provide that, upon any declaration of war 
and during the period of such emergency, 
individuals and corporations shall be tax- 
ed 95 per cent of all income above the pre- 
vious three-year average, with proper ad- 
justments for capital expenditures for war 
purposes by existing or new industries. 


This is a substitute for the Amer- 
ican Legion demand that every man 
and every dollar be conscripted when 
serious war comes. The leading ex- 
perts—Bernard Baruch, Newton D. 
Baker, Douglas MacArthur and How- 
ard Coffin—objected that such a plan 
was socialistic, would mean confisca- 
tion, and that its application would be 
unwieldy and unnecessary. This re- 
capture tax was held to be a practic- 
able method of obtaining the same re- 
sults. As Senator Vandenberg, a mem- 
ber of the commission pointed out, it 
removes the “commercial motive” of 
war—“demonetizes” it. He present- 
ed to the Senate a resolution asking 


Secretary of the 
Treasury to advise on 
the best method of ap- 
plying the tax. Pacifists 
too were given a hearing by the com- 
mission. They generally held that the 
only solution was the prevention of 
war. For this they recommended, 
among other things, joining the League 
of Nations, recognition of Russia and 
cancellation of the war debts. They 
all favored, however, elimination of 
all chances for war profits. 

The proposed constitutional amend- 
ment—the only feature on which the 
commission asked early action—would 
be attached to the fifth amendment 
and would empower Congress to “pro- 
vide for the regulation of prices, rent 
or compensation,” etc. There was 
divided opinion on the necessity for 
such an amendment, some legal au- 
thorities holding that Congress now 
possesses all necessary power, but to 
be on sure ground all agreed in ask- 
ing for the amendment. 

The report to Congress considered 
the principal commodities needed in 
war time, with plans for conservation, 
substitution and assignment of priori- 
ties in their use. It was agreed the 
country would face an immediate 
shortage of three principal commodi- 
ties—rubber, tin and manganese. It 
was said that substitutes could be 
found for tin; America’s own low- 
grade manganese ore could be exploit- 
ed, but the rubber supply would have 
to be strictly allocated while our own 
small rubber growing interest would 
be encouraged. 

As the plan was reported to the 
Senate several objections were made. 
Senator Dill, who was instrumental 
in the creation of the commission, 
criticized it for not adhering to the 
American Legion’s idea, and _ for 
“equalizing” profits instead of elimi- 
nating them. Senator Borah remark- 
ed that if fixing prices in war was a 
good thing he would favor going 
further and fix prices in time of peace, 
because “the concentration of wealth 
is causing more human suffering than 
war.” Just what he favored in the 
premises was not clear. Senator Rob- 
inson of Indiana thought there was 
little hope of amending the Constitu- 
tion—and little need for it. “I think 
we can enact legislation that will do 
the job,” he said, “and I think such 
legislation ought to be enacted.” 

It is not likely that further steps 
will be soon taken. But a prepared 
plan is now available for quick legis- 
lative action when needed. 
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FROM OTHER LANDS 





ALL QUIET AT SHANGHAI 

ENSION between Japan and Rus- 

sia threatened to disturb the 

negotiations for the establish- 
ment of peace between Japan and 
China. The Soviet commissar of for- 
eign affairs, served notice on Japan 
through its ambassador at Moscow 
that Japan’s explanations of military 
movements along the Manchurian bor- 
der were unacceptable. Military ac- 
tivities and the mobilization of troops 
in the vicinity of Vladivostok con- 
tinued to be reported almost daily, al- 
though experts are inclined to attri- 
bute them to the propaganda of White 
Russians, of whom there are about 
250,000 in Manchuria. The League of 
Nations inquiry commission arrived 
at Shanghai and announced that it 
would participate in negotiations to 
restore peace. Foreign nations, in- 
cluding the United States, continued 
to reduce their naval forces in Chi- 
nese waters. Meanwhile Henry Pu- 
yi was having his troubles in Man- 
churia with insurgents against his 
regime and it was all the Japanese 
troops could do to maintain order 
even in Sinking, which is the new 
name of Changchun, meaning “new 
capital.” The heads of nine Chinese 
“bandits” executed by the Manchou- 
kuo army were placed on the walls 
of Mukden as a warning against those 
in rebellion against the new Manchu- 
rian government. 


BEER BILL CONSIDERED 

The legislature of Iceland, which 
adopted prohibition in 1915, is consid- 
ering a proposal which would permit 
the government to grant concessions 
for the manufacture of beer contain- 
ing less than four per cent alcohol. 
Proponents of the measure argue that 
it would check “increasing intoxica- 
lion” among youth and curb whole- 
sale illicit distilling. This would not 
be the first time since 1915 that Ice- 
land has modified her prohibition act. 
In 1922 Spain placed import duties 
on fish products from Iceland and the 
Icelandic authorities, in order to in- 
duce the Spanish to lift the imports, 
removed the ban on imported wines 
and spirits up to 21 per cent alcohol. 


BRIDGE OPENING INTERRUPTED 

The formal opening of the $30,000,- 
000 Sydney Harbor bridge in Austra- 
lia was marked by a sensational po- 
litical stunt. Members of an organiza- 
tion known as the New Guard had an- 
nounced that they would not permit 
Premier J. T. Lang, radical leader of 
New South Wales, to open the bridge. 
Consequently the premier was care- 
fully guarded during the ceremony, 
but just before he cut the ribbon and 
declared the bridge open Captain de 
Groot, formerly of the British Hus- 
sars and a leading member of the New 
Guard, sneaked up behind the pre- 
mier’s light-horse escort in uniform, 





seized one of the horses, dashed up 
to the bridge and cut the ribbon with 
his sword, declaring: “I declare the 
bridge open in the name of the people 
of New South Wales.” Captain de 
Groot was arrested, the ribbon re- 
placed and the ceremony proceeded 
as scheduled. The bridge, which re- 
quired nine years to build, is 1,650 feet 
in length, being only a few feet short- 
er than the Kill Van Kull bridge, but 
it has a width of 160 feet, as compared 
with the 90 feet of the New York 
bridge. 

AMERICAN POLLUTES TEMPLE 

When Nila Cram Cook, an American 
woman who has adopted Hindu dress 
and customs because of her admira- 
tion for Mahatma Gandhi, attended 
the services at a Hindu temple in Bom- 
bay she started a pony-sized riot 
among the worshipers. The priests 
ejected the imposter, who is known as 
Mela Naghini Devi, or the blue ser- 
pent goddess, and declared the serv- 
ices suspended and the temple pol- 
luted, which means that the congrega- 
tion had to go to $75 of expense and 
forgo the privileges of worshiping 
while the temple was purified by an 
elaborate rite. 


DEFAULTING STATE HIT 

The House of Representatives of 
Australia voted 46 to 16 to empower 
the government to seize the revenue 
or bank deposits of any state which 
defaults in debt payments. This meas- 
ure is aimed at New South Wales, 
which defaulted on interest payments 
due in London and whose obligations 
were met by the commonwealth. An- 
other bill passed gives holders of Aus- 
tralian bonds direct rights against the 
federal government. 


FASCIST SCARE IN PRUSSIA 

The Prussian authorities became 
panicky and sent the police out to raid 
all Hitlerite headquarters through- 
out the state. It was charged that the 
fascists were plotting to plunge the 
country into civil war and seize power 
by force of arms. Among the files of 
correspondence seized was evidence 
that Hitler had 500,000 “storm troops” 
in readiness for mobilization and 
“Grandmother dead” broadcast by 
radio was to be the signal for each 
unit to march upon the nearest city. 
Hitler, from his Munich headquarters, 
admitted that such an order had gone 
out, but maintained that it had been 
misinterpreted by the police. He pro- 
tested vigorously against the activities 
of the police and his representatives 
gave the Prussian government assur- 
ances that the Hitlerites did not con- 
template a coup.

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GLASS BANKING BILL 

HAT with one financial meas- 
W ure after another the present 

members of Congress ought to 
become financial experts. The finance 
committee of the Senate postponed its 
quiz of Wall Street market manipula- 
tors to give right of way to the long- 
awaited Glass bill to revise our bank- 
ing laws. As introduced the bill would 
create a billion-dollar liquidating cor- 
poration to aid depositors in closed 
banks. Branch banking would be en- 
couraged and chain banking curbed. 
it would also curb loans for use in 
stock speculation. The administra- 
tion favors it and early approval is 
expected. In the meantime the House 
banking committee approved two bills 
of Chairman Steagall affecting nation- 
al banks and intermediate credit 
banks. This committee is also con- 
sidering the President’s home loan 
bank bill, as well as the Goldsborough 
measure to stabilize the dollar. 


TERRIBLE TAXES 

Not for years has the House been 
stirred more furiously than by the tax 
bill, particularly the sales tax feature. 
The coming election was partly blam- 
ed. There was partisan abuse, but it 
was no partisan fight. Leaders of 
both parties fought for the committee 
bill, but opponents in both parties 
fiercely attacked it. Doughton, Dem- 
ocrat of North Carolina, was the only 
committee member in opposition, but 
LaGuardia of New York and Swing 
of California, Republicans, were even 
more active in leading the attack. 
After the opponents had succeeded in 
adding several amendments of the 
soak-the-rich type the committee of- 
fered compromises by exempting from 
the sales tax all foods, clothing, medi- 
cines and farm implements, cutting the 
vield from $600,000,000 to $455,000,000 
—but still the fight went on. Both 
friends and foes, however, were 
agreed on the necessity of balancing 
the budget one way or another. 


APPOINTEES 

Nominees to office by the President 
appear to have a harder time than 
usual in getting confirmation by the 
Senate. It is hard to satisfy 96 critics, 
and Justice Cardozo seems about the 
only man able to do it. Thad Brown 
of Ohio, named to the Radio Commis- 
sion, encountered a strong one-man 
opposition in Senator Couzens, who 
insisted he was “slippery and unre- 
liable,” but there was not even a 
record vote against him. The long 
delay in the promotion of Judge 
James H. Wilkerson to the circuit 
bench brought charges that Chicago 
gangster influence was _ responsible. 
Senator Borah, subcommittee chair- 
man, explained that both friends and 
opponents of the judge, who became 
famous by sentencing Al Capone, had 
asked time to present evidence. He

demanded proof of gangster interven- 


tion. Labor interests have openly op- 
posed Wilkerson, as well as Judge 
Mackintosh of Washington state. 


STARVATION FIGURES 

In opposing the emergency road 
building appropriation of $132,000,000 
passed by the House Senator Bing- 
ham of Connecticut sent a telegram to 
every state governor asking how many 
starving and how many unemployed 
were in the state. The replies were 
extremely interesting. None report- 
ed any starvation except Pinchot of 
Pennsylvania, who said, “We know 
starvation is widespread, but no one 
has enumerated the starving.” Some 
of the governors expressed a little re- 
sentment at the question, while sev- 
eral out of the 40 replying asserted 
that their states would take care of 
their own. From the figures he re- 
ceived the Senator estimated the total 
unemployed at 6,000,000. Several 
speeches had already been made in 
favor of the bill, which had not been 
brought before the Senate. 


FOR FARMERS 

Farmers’ organizations are said to 
have practically given up hope of put- 
ting over the debenture or equaliza- 
tion fee this session and to have cen- 
tered their strength in defense of the 
Farm Board, seeking to have replen- 
ished the board’s $500,000,000 revolv- 
ing fund. They would also use half 
of the $200,000,000 available for agri- 
culture in the hands of the Recon- 
struction Corporation to finance sales 
abroad. Secretary Hyde spoke of an 
“intensive sales campaign” by the 
United States to dispose of its huge 
cotton and grain surpluses. There was 
talk of China taking some 50,000,000 
bushels of wheat. To facilitate ex- 
ports Senator Gore of Oklahoma has 
bills to prohibit sales of Farm Board 
wheat in domestic markets until 1933, 
and to fix the price at 81 cents a 
bushel. Foreign sales were opposed 
by Senator Smith as hurtful to the 
market. The President called House 
agriculture leaders for a consultation, 
but nothing was made public.

House immigration committee approved 
measure to restrict all immigrants to 10 
per cent of present quotas, and to put 
Canada, Mexico and other American coun- 
tries on the quota basis. 

After hearing severe criticism of the 
Indian Bureau the Senate voted to cut off 
the salary of H. J. Hagerman, a commis- 
sioner. The Senate did the same thing 
last year but the House restored the sal- 
ary. 

In his final report on the selling of for- 
eign bonds in this country Senator John- 
son scored the international bankers “who 
gave no thought to the impoverishment of 
American citizens who trusted them.” He 
made specific exception of the houses of 
J. P. Morgan and of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 

The latest wrinkle in the pension indus- 
try is the bill by Mr. DePriest, the colored 
member from Chicago, to pension all ex- 
slaves of 75 years of age and over at 330 
a month. The number of eligibles, he 
said, would not exceed 100,000. 

With five states having ratified the 
“lame-duck” amendment to the Constitu- 
tion Senator Norris predicted that by the 
end of next January the necessary 36 will 
have favorably acted, and that there will 
be only one more short session of Con- 
gress. 

A published statement that Ambassa- 
dor Mellon would negotiate debt cuts with 
England caused a flurry among Senate 
Democrats, but Senator Reed promptly 
announced that the President had author 
ized him to say there was “not a word of 
truth in it.” 

Secretary Wilbur is kept busy defend- 
ing his Interior Department. C. S. Bar- 
rett, former president of the Farmers’ 
Union, who advocated its abolition was 
charged with spite lobbying, and John 
Collier of the Indian Defense Association 
was charged with stirring up the Senate 
against the department.

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RADIO CITY DIGGING IN 


EW YORK CITY, March 26— 
N Radio City is digging’ holes—16 

holes, each 82 feet deep and 36 
inches in diameter. As the boroughs 
of Manhattan and the Bronx are 
underlaid by a strata of solid rock, 
this digging is a real engineering feat. 
These enormous holes are being drill- 
ed for “plungers” (or lift screws) for 
the stage and orchestra pit of the 
International Music Hall, one of the 
10 buildings of the new Rockefeller 
amusement and office project. Twelve 
of these holes are for the elevators 
which will carry the 70 by 40-foot 
stage, and four are for the orchestra 
pit. This trick pit, by use of its lift 
and a traction mechanism, may be 
shifted below, above or behind the 
stage—below for low notes and above 
for high notes. However, the most 
interesting part of the “plunger” holes, 
at present, is the drilling, which is 
being accomplished by a new type 
drill originally intended for boring 
post holes in slate quarries. It has a 
heavy hoisting and driving mechan- 
ism, run by electric motors, which re- 
volve a suspended, hollow-drum cut- 
ting head, provided with notches at 
its lower edge and closed at the top. 
Into this revolving cylinder, water 
and buckshot are poured, and the 
notches (on lower edge) collecting 
these, wear away the rock by abra- 
sion. Three of the drills are being 
used, each averaging five to six feet 
daily. 

Now if only Judge Seabury had 
such drills, he might make more head- 
way in penetrating New York’s other 
underlying strata — Politics. Such 
would be most useful, especially down 
by the Steal Works at Broadway and 
Chambers street.

“THE WAY OF THE TRANSGRESSOR 
IS HOARD” 

E KNEW it would happen! 

Some of the high-hat boys are 

now calling hoarders “com- 
munists.” Sales Management maga- 
zine is of this mind, but adds the 
epithets “criminal,” “traitor” and 
“yellow dog” for good measure. This, 
we think, is going a little too far. We 
have a certain amount of sympathy 
for the little fellow who resorted to 
the old sock when the banks started 
to burst around him. Especially so 
when it is revealed that banks them- 
selves are addicted to hoarding and 
that greedy bankers mulcted the 
American people out of $2,000,000,000 
through unloading of foreign securi- 
ties. Even Henry Ford assails the 
“high jinks and racketeering of boy 
bankers” and appeals for the return 
to “old-fashioned banking methods.” 
So say we. Meanwhile it seems that 
the anti-hoarding movement should 
also strive to get the wealthy out of 
their re-trenches by Christmas. 


“TO TAX OR NOT TO TAX” 

It takes tax legislation to reveal the 
strength of business “pull” in politics. 
Any industry can be counted on to 
exert marked influence when sales 
are threatened. That is why Solons 
at Washington made a mistake in 
holding too many “hearings.” The 
easiest Way to raise money is through 
taxation, and the quickest method of 
imposing taxes is to go ahead and do 
it. All interests should share the bur- 
den as far as possible and practicable. 
If we put up with meatless and gas- 
less days and went without sugar to 
help win a war for our allies to owe 
us for, we should be willing to make 
sacrifices now in order that our own 
government may get back on its feet 
again. 


LITERARY SLUMP 

One consolation for the mail car- 
rier is that literature is becoming 
lighter. According to Dr. Henry O. 
Severance, librarian at the University 
of Missouri, the United States and 
Canada have 3,000 fewer magazines 
than in 1920. Meanwhile, survivors 
are worried over continued drops in 
circulation. Well, we know two den- 
tists who have not renewed their sub- 
scriptions since 1920.

PEOPLE 


FROM PRISON TO PRESIDENCY 
is WAS Shakespeare who wrote, 





“The whirligig of time brings in 

his revenges.” Eamon De Valera, 
New York City-born son of an Irish 
mother and Spanish father, becomes 
president of the Irish Free State by 
mandate of the Irish people. Twelve 
years ago, at the age of 38, De Valera 
was a refugee from British “justice” 
and Terence MacSwiney, lord mayor 
of Cork, was starving himself to death 
in Brixton jail in preference to eating 
British food. 

When De Valera was still a child he 
was sent back to his mother’s home in 
County Cork and later received his 
education at Blackrock college and the 
Royal university at Dublin. It was in 
1913 that he became an ardent sup- 
porter of the newly organized Irish 
volunteers and he commanded a part 
of the insurgents in the Easter upris- 
ing of 1916. The British put down 
this rebellion with a strong hand. 
Padriac Pearse, provisional president 
of the proposed Irish republic, was 
backed against a wall and shot. De 
Valera surrendered and was condemn- 
ed to death, a sentence later commuted 
to life imprisonment with hard labor. 
Fortunately, however, he was releas- 
ed under the terms of the general am- 
nesty the following year and he imme- 
diately set about organizing the party 
known as the Sinn Fein, which work- 
ed hand in glove with the secret [Irish 
republican army. 

Elected after his release as a mem- 
ber of the British Parliament, De Val- 
era followed the policy suggested by 
Arthur Griffith and abstained from 
taking his seat. Instead he was chos- 
en president of the Irish republic, 
with a parliament known as the Dail 
sitting in Dublin. The British prompt- 
ly rearrested him on a charge of plot- 
ting another uprising and threw him 
into Lincoln jail, from which he es- 
caped nearly a year later and succeed- 
ed in reaching the United States, 
where he collected large sums of mon- 
ey for the revolutionary movement on 
the security of republican bonds. 

When a truce was declared in the 
Anglo-Irish war and representatives 
were appointed to negotiate a settle- 
ment he was chosen one of the three 
commissioners for Ireland, but he re- 
pudiated the ‘treaty establishing the 
Irish Free State signed by his two col- 
leagues and again took the field with 
the republican army. He was speed- 
ily captured and again imprisoned for 
about a year, after which he resumed 
the active leadership of the Sinn Fein 
as a republican party with a policy of 
abstention from the Irish Free State 
Dail. But his own party split on this 
issue, and in 1927 De Valera led his 
new Fianna Fail party of 44 members 
into the Free State parliament and 
took the oath of allegiance to the king, 
explaining that it was “an empty po- 
litical formula.” 

This last step was prompted by po- 
litical expediency and has now re- 
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sulted in his elevation to the presi 


dency of the executive council. Hj,

ROOSEVELT TRIUMPHS 
\ FTER defeating Al Smith in New 











Hampshire Governor Roosevelt 

goes marching on by over- 
whelming “Alfalfa Bill” Murray in the 
North Dakota primary. With nearly 
80.000 votes cast Roosevelt beat Mur- 
ray by more than 13,000, and got nine 
of the 10 delegates—Murray’s brother 
being the only delegate for him. Dr. 
France won over “General” Coxey 
among the Republicans, while nine of 
the 11 party delegates were pledged to 
President Hoover who was not enter- 
ed in the preference race. Murray’s 
best chance was thought to be in 
North Dakota. Going into some 
Southern states to continue his cam- 
paign he confessed disappointment, 
but declared he would “write the plat- 
form and name the next president.” 
Roosevelt having won in every pri- 
mary contest his friends declared he 
would be nominated on the first bal- 
lot. A severe test for him, however, 
is coming in Massachusetts on April 
26, for Al Smith is strong in that state 
and is backed by the governor and 
both senators. Mayor Curley of Bos- 
ton, leading for Roosevelt, made a 
bid for Republican aid and warned all 
Democrats not.to “join the wreckers 
of the party.” 

On the Republican side President 
Hoover remains practically unoppos- 
ed for the nomination, but the party 
has smaller internal strifes. Much 
talk has been heard against Curtis for 
the vice presidency. The wets do not 
like him, and there are others who 
believe a “liberal” running mate from 
the East would strengthen Republican 
chances. They have particularly men- 
tioned Secretary of the Treasury Mills. 
And who shall make the keynote 
speech? After General Dawes appear- 
ed all but decided on former Presi- 
dent Coolidge was suggested, while a 
number of senators had their backers 
for the important job. The choice 
will be made by the committee on ar- 
rangements early in April. 

The center of the wet-dry battle 
seems to have veered toward the Re- 
publican party for a while. More Re- 
publicans than Democrats in the 
House voted for a referendum on the 
18th amendment. Then two cabinet 
officers, first Secretary Hurley and 
later Postmaster General Brown, were 
quoted as expressing “moist” views, 
though Hurley promptly denied hav- 
ing talked abost prohibition. Presi- 
dent Hoover has been importuned by 
both wets and drys, but while he con- 
tinued his silence there were various 
reports that he would accept the plat- 
form as it is made for him. Drys, 
however, have threatened to bolt if 
he weakens on them, and they tried 
to sound out Senator Borah for their 
leader of a dry party. As the Minne- 
sota Republican convention battled 
over prohibition Andrew Volstead 
was invited by the head of the Anti- 


saloon League to be a candidate, but 
he quickly declared he would not con- 
sider it. The convention defeated a 
proposal for the submission of the 
18th amendment to a referendum. The 
Republican wets also took steps to 
prevent the dry national committee 
chairman, Senator Fess, from getting 
on the platform committee.

is Jail Builders Trying Franticall, 


to Keep Up With Outpourings of Legislative Mills 


HERE ought to be a law!” Well, 
there is. In fact, it is almost 


impossible nowadays to find a 
thing that isn’t against the law— 
somewhere. If something or other 
isn’t a fracture of the statutes in one’s 
own municipality, county or state, 
step over the line and —awa!—you are 
a lawbreaker. 

This is considered to be the land of 
the free but it is a fact that thousands 
of acts and ordinances and rulings 
regulate our life and habits from be- 
fore we are born until after we are 
dead. Even the average well-meaning 
motorist traveling between New York 
and Washington unconsciously com- 
mits 289 violations en route. 

It is predicted that 20,000 new laws 
will be placed on the statute books 
this year, but there is no ground for 
hope that the same number of obso- 
lete acts will be removed. 

Of course the higher civilized a na- 
tion becomes the more laws it seems 
to require. “The gladsome light of 
jurisprudence” must shine; lawyers 
must live; there must be some excuse 
for Congress, but, as a Kentucky edi- 
tor puts it, “laws should not have 
teeth enough to bite off more than they 
can chew.” Perhaps this was the 
thought of Assemblyman Carl Pack 
of the New York legislature when he 
recently moved to repeal some of the 
angient and once gael oe laws of 
his state. Browsing through the old 
statutes he discovered that it was 
against the law to: 


Borrow a reference book from a library 
if you remove it from the building. 

Race horses (or any animal) within a 
mile of a court in session. 

Loiter about a building with intent of 
overhearing discourse, and printing or 
publishing same. 

Exhibit puppets, show freaks, juggle on 
a stage or dance on a stretched wire. 

Sell liquor in a building used for a court 
of record while such a court is sitting. 

Bring liquor or knowingly permit bring- 
ing same into a jail. 

Purchase lands from an Indian. 

Leave the state with intent to elude ex- 
isting’ provisions prohibiting prize fight- 
ing. 

Sell wine without a government stamp. 

Duel with swords. 


Twenty-nine other toothless laws 
are on the Assemblyman’s list for re- 
peal. 

During the first 17 days of the pres- 
ent session Congress wrestled with 
19,000 bills. The last Congress made 
1,523 “thou shalt nots.” State legis- 
latures brought the number of enact- 
ments to 16,178. Altogether, our legis- 
latures passed on some 75,000 acts 
last year. It almost seems as though 
our Solons keep on passing laws in 
the hope that they will eventually find 
one that will work.

BIOLOGICAL HALL OF FAME 

Man always has an itching for an 
niche in the temple of fame, to have 
his name in every mouth, to play first 
fiddle and be the biggest frog in the 
puddle.

Still, 
no two people appear to agree what 
true “greatness” is.

NEW MATTER THEORY 

A new theory of matter has just 
been announced by Dr. E. K. Plyler, 
professor of physics at the University 
of North Carolina. The basis of his 
new theory is the “atomerg,” held to 
be the smallest unit of matter, smaller 
than anything hitherto known. In 
fact, he holds that his “atomerg” is 
even smaller than the newly discov- 
ered “neutron” (see last week’s issue). 
The “atomerg,” says Dr. Plyler, is a 
tiny particle of light, probably elec- 
trical. Its size, he thinks, can prob- 
ably best be represented by .000,000,- 
000,000,000 ,000 000,000,000 ,000,000,000,- 
000,000,000,007. The new theory holds 
that all the material things in nature 
are made of atomergs—that matter, 
energy, electricity, magnetism, elec- 
trons, protons, photons and neutrons 
are simply different manifestations of 
groups of atomergs. 


VERSATILE PIANO 

A piano able to play like a flute, an 
English horn, a trumpet, a bassoon, 
an organ or any of a dozen or so other 
muiscal instruments was demonstrat- 
ed for the first time in public before 
a recent meeting of the American In- 
stitute of Electrical Engineers in New 
York.
